As prescribed by the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Academy, the 1963 Annual Meeting 
will be held on the first Wednesday in October 
at 8:00 p.m. A business meeting will precede 
the regular program at which time the new Direc- 
tor of the Academy, Dr. George F. Lindsay, will 
be introduced to the membership by Dr. A. 
Starker Leopold, President of the Academy. 

Following the business meeting, Robert E. 
Moran will present his color film, ‘Alone Across 
Asia’ which has a subtitle of "Hunting the Head- 
hunters". The primary goal of his journey was 
to seek out one of the last known tribes of head- 
hunters - the Naga tribe, on the Burma-India 
border. Enroute he explored other little-known 
regions off the beaten track. 

Mr. Moran is director of the planetarium 
at the University of Nevada which has incorpor- 
ated the world's first “atmospherium” in its 
presentations.

NEWS and NOTES .......... 


Without doubt, it was the greatest summer 
in the history of the Academy. With the reopen- 
ing of the completely renovated Steinhart Aquar- 
ium on June 28, the Academy complex became a 
scene of activity and excitement that threw more 
than one local agency off balance. The problems 
of control of traffic, parking, policing and main- 
tenance in and around the CAS, and the continual 
crowding in all of the halls in all of the buildings 
took on a magnitude which was neither anticipated 
nor quickly comprehendible. A few facts and 
figures will delineate the situation. 


From 11:00 a.m., June 28 until 5:00 p.m. 
on September 2, Labor Day (a matter of 67 days), 


one million three hundred thirty five thousand, 
five hundred thirty two (1,335,532) persons paid 


a visit to the Academy. On one Sunday alone, 
July 21st, 31,708 people passed through the glass 
doors to enjoy the wonders inside. The lowest 
attendance figure for a single day is still im- 
pressive and considerably larger than past aver- 
ages: 13,400 on August 30 (the day that began 
the Labor Day weekend). 


Attendance at Morrison Planetarium ex- 
ceeded anything in its history. In the summer 
spectacular "LIFE ON OTHER WORLDS?" audi- 
ences apparently found all the excitement they 
could wish for in a sky show and the attendance 
records prove it. When this particular show 


closed on Labor Day, 70,955 men, women and 
children had taken a grandly simulated journey 
through outer space and loved every minute of it. 


Yes, without doubt, this was the greatest 
summer the Academy has ever known. As these 
words are being written, it is considerably after 
Labor Day and the halls outside are still crowded 
with visitors. The Academy is assured of its 
place as the #1 cultural tourist attraction in the 
entire Bay Area. 


The Division of Biological and 
Medical Sciences of the National Science Founda- 
tion has announced a grant in the amount of 
$35 ,500 to the Academy's Department of Inverte- 
brate Zoology effective September 1. This grant, 
for the "Organization of the Academy's Collection 
of Recent Marine, Terrestrial and Freshwater 
Invertebrates", will, over a two-year period, make 
possible the re-curating and systematizing of the 
preserved collections. When completed, they can 
be made available for research by specialists 
and qualified students. 


The project will be under the direction of 
Allyn G,. Smith, Associate Curator. He will be 
assisted by an as yet unnamed Research Associ- 
ate, and by a Technical Assistant. Dustin Chivers, 
previously connected with the Student Section as 
Supervisor, will fill the latter position. 


Shipments of exotic fish continue to arrive 
at Steinhart Aquarium and the most recent is 
particularly notable. A gift of Mr. F. Earl 
Kennedy, a private shipper of Manila, Philippines, 
the Aquarium now is displaying 76 new beauties, 
many of which have never before been on view 
in Steinhart. Dr. Earl S. Herald, Superintendent- 
Curator, describes Mr. Kennedy's gift as "truly 
fantastic!"" Among the newcomers are spotted 
brown and white sweetlips, a banded snake eel, 
dark-phase yellow surgeons, and seven species 
of brilliantly colored anemone fishes. 


Beginning 
with the October 10th program, “HYDRAULIC 
ENGINEERING", the Academy's "Science in 
Action" program, now in its fourteenth year on 
the air, will be telecast in color. Viewers in the 
San Francisco and Los Angeles areas as well as 
in Hawaii who have color sets will now have an 
added incentive to tune in on one of the nation's 
oldest television series. Note: A preview peek 
at some of the film footage shot for an up-coming 
show, “Living Fishes" taken at Steinhart Aquar- 
ium, is particularly beautiful. Don't miss this one!
